unfortunate enough to have been 
born 
to parents with distorted 


outlooks on life . . . prostitutes, 
drunks, bums! 


In this particular Illinois insti 


tution, most of the children were 
from the Chicago area, subjects of 
the most heinous crimes that could 
be committed against minors. 


Some of the case histories in 


volved parents who beat offspring 
with such severity as to knock 
out teeth and to pull hair from 
scalps. 


Victims of such an outrage 


were a brother and a sister who 
possessed IQs Indicative of gen- 
ius qualifications. And yet, they 
lived in fear of adults, rebelling 
from parental authority.

a 


child faced with a life of proba- 
ble immorality because of the in- 
cestuous advances 
of her 
"de- 


mented" father. 


An eight-year-old boy, for a 


time, ha* iost the purpose of 
life. 
His mother has accused 


him of causing his father to com- 
mit snlrldc. 
One day. he came home and 


found his father hanging by his 
neck. The youth's mother insisted 
his naughtiness drove his father to 
self-destruction.* * * 


ANOTHER CASE pertains to a 


teenager who was so abused by 
his father that he has been diag 
nosed as a paranoiac, hating his 
dad and the world. 


There are many more. 
Mos 


of them deal with immorality on 
the part of parents. In one case 
the murder of a mother by her 
lover crippled the mind of a child

THESE ARE CASES in the ex 


treme sense, "but not necessarily 
uncommon today. 


In varying degrees, most case* 


of problem children can be charged 
to a lack of parental love and re 
sponsibility.

New Anti-Polio 
Vaccine Tested 


Chicago Scientists Say 
Human Tests 'Promising' 


NEW YORK (#•)—A new polio vaccine, made with aid of 


sun-tan rays, shows promise in its first human tests, Chicago 
scientists reported today. 


This vaccine uses polio virus in- 


activated or "killed" by exposure 
to ultraviolet light or sun-tan rays 
for two seconds. 


It thus differs from the famous 


vaccine developed by Dr. Jonas E. 
Salk of Pittsburgh. The Salk vac- 
cine, scheduled for mass human 
tests soon, inactivates the viruses 
with formaldehyde. 


Produces Antibodies 


The sun-tan vaccine produced 


antibodies against all three types 
of polio virus in most of 30 human 
volunteers, Doctors Albert Milzer, 
Sidney O. Levinson and H. J. 
Shaughnessy of Michael Reese Re- 
search Foundation and Michael 
Reese hospital, Chicago, told the 
American Public Health Assn. at 
its annual meeting. 


The 30 included a few persons 


who before vaccination had no de- 
tectable antibodies against one or 
more of the types of virus. Usual- 
ly, the vaccine brought a four-fold 
increase in antibodies any of the 
volunteers had from previous un- 
known exposure to polio. 


Key to Safety 


The key to a safe vaccine is to 


render the polio virus powerless to 


cause sickness but still keep some 
of its -power to make a human 
produce antibodies against the vi- 
rus. 


The Chicago team said they be 


lieved sun-tan irradiation of the 
viruses offers a promising method 
of doing this. 


They expressed belief their vac 


cine still has only a minimal abil 
ity to stimulate antibodies. Efforts 
should be made to step it up either 
by better methods of growing vi- 
rus or by concentration of virus. 


Will Test Children 


Their next tests will be upon 


children and infants who are found 
not to have any antibodies against 
any type of virus. 


Critical safety tests were made 


on monkeys to make certain that 
the virus had been rendered harm- 
less for infection.

Will Meet 
In Bermuda 
Tougher Russian 
Policies Certain 
To Be Discussed 
WASHINGTON </P)—Pres- 


ident Eisenhower, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill of Great Brit- 
ain and Premier Laniel of 
France, will discuss the world 
situation at Bermuda, prob- 
ably in the period between 
Dec. 4-8. 


A White House announcement 


today said the Big Three leaders 
will be joined in the talks by Sec- 
retary of State Dulles for the Unit- 
ed States. Foreign Minister Bid- 
a;:lt for France, and Foreign Min 
ister Eden for Great Britain. 


Tell of Plans 


The statement said: 
"It has been decided to hold the 


three power conference at Ber- 
muda which was planned for the 
beginning of July but had to be 
put off. 


"It is hoped to meet from Dec. 


4 to Dec. 8 and various matters of 
common concern to the three pow* 
ers will be discussed." 


The apparent toughening of Rus- 


sia's anti-Western policies presum- 
ably would rank high among the 
topics. 


Informed officials said the. Ber- 


muda sessions will be held prl 
marily to decide what course the 
West should take in view of Rus 
sia's latest note rejecting the Al 
lies' bid to a. Big Four foreign 
ministers conference in Switzer- 
land. 


Ike's View* 


At 
his news conference 
las 


week, Eisenhower said the Sovie 
Union, in its reply, seemed to b< 
trying to prevent a Big Four con 
ference "by injecting impossible 
conditions." 


The President added at that time 


that the Soviet reply "manifests 
no intention to get together, bu 
an intention to crate as many dif 
ficultics as possible." 


Since last May Churchill has 


been urging that the leaders of the 
Western powers meet with Pro 
mier Malenkov or Russia. 


Last-week, however, he said such 


a conference might do more harm 
than good, 


Eisenhower has said repeatedly 


that any conference with Maten 
kov would have to be preced by 
evidence of Soviet good faith. 


The Bib Three had planned to 


meet in Bermuda last July. The 
conference first was delayed be 
cause 
of a French 
governmen 


crisis, then postponed because of 
the illness of Churchill.

cis W. Greenaway, 76, editor 
of the DeKalb Daily Chroni 
cle since 1909, died today of a 
heart attack. 


Mr. Grocnaway was active In 


civic and Republican party affairs 
and was superintendent of State de 
parlmcnt reports for eight year 
under former Gov. Len Small. He 
was one of the founders of the De 
Kalb Soil Improvement Assn. in 
1312, and it was believed thi§ wa 
the first Farm Bureau In the na 
lion. 


He was city clerk of Aurora fo 


eight years and formerly was He 
publican senatorial commlttceman 
for the 35th district. 


Mr. Greenaway was born in Au 


rora and was graduated in 1805 
from East Aurora high school 
where he played tackle on the firs 
organized football team in Aurora 
in J003. He also attended the Au 
rora Business college and Allen 
Lnw school at Aurora. 


He worked on seveial Aurora 


newspapers and became managing 
editor of the Auiora News, which 
later was combined with the Bca 
con Into the Beacon-News. He and 
his late pailncr, E. .1. Raymond 
purrhnMcd the Chionlclc in 1909 
Raymond died In February, 1945.

Tug Wilson Will Speak at 
Walnut Football Banquet

Wilson took office as athletic 


commissioner of the Intercollegiate 
(Western) conference May 1, 1945. 
He resigned as director of athletics 
at Northwestern university, a post 
he had held for 20 years, to suc- 
ceed the late Major John L. Grif- 
fith, the conference's first commis- 
sioner, who died Dec. 7, 1944. 


At the University of Illinois. Wil- 


son developed outstanding athletic 
abilities, competing as an end in 
football, starring m basketball, as 
a center and in track as a weight- 
man (discus, "Javelin and shot put). 
He was captain of the 1920 Illinois 
basketball team and in the summer 
of the same year was a member 
of the United States Olympic team, 
competing at Antwerp in the Jave- 
lin and discus. 


Graduating from Illinois in 1920. 


he remained in the athletic depart 
mcnt as an assistant to Gcoige 
Huff, director of athletics. After 
two years, he became diiector of 
athle'tics and track coach at Drake 
university, Des Moines. He seived 
at Drake from 1922 to the summer 
of 1925. when he resigned at Drake 
to become director of athletics at 
Northwestern 
university. He re- 


mained as Northwestern univei- 
sity's director from 1925 to 1945. 


when he resigned to become com- 
missioner. 


Wilson is past chairman of the 


NCAA track and field rules com- 
mittee, a position he held for six 
years. He has served as a member 
of the U.S. Olympic committee and 
in 1940 was named chairman of 
the U.S. Olympic track and field 
committee for the Olympic games 
which subsequently wet e cancelled. 
In 1945, he was elected vice presi- 
dent of the U.S. Olympic associa- 
tion and chairman of its track and 
field committee. He served in these 
capacities for the 1948 games which 
were held in London.

A U. S. lax court recently 


handed down a ruling beneficial 
to soil conservation. The ruling 
is: "The cost of terracing farms 
to check and reduce erosion is 
deductible as an 'ordinary and 
necessary business expense. The 
work does not constitute a per- 
manent improvement." 


This means that for tax pur- 


pones terraces are not a perma- 
nent improvement and their cost 
can-be-, deducted as a necessary 
business expense the year they 
are installed rather than being 
capitalized as a permanent im- 
provement.

Our 
livestock 
committee has 


isked for more information on ra- 
tions with the emphasis on protein 
supplement and minerals. For that 
meeting we have secured Dick 
Carlisle from the animal science 
department of the university to 
come here the latter part of Jan- 
uary. 


Here are some comments that 


Carlisle has aout* using supple- 
ments that fit your roughage: 


The kind of supplement to feed 


in a wintering program for beef 
cattle depends entirely upon what 
roughage is fed. The supplement 
should balance any .deficiencies in 
vitamins, minerals, protein and 
energy in the roughage. There Is 
a great deal of difference between 
high-quality roughages, such as 
corn silage, grass silage or good 
legume 
hay, and 
low-quality 


roughages, such as straw or corn 
cobs. A supplement that is entire- 
ly satisfactory for a high-quality 
roughage may not be satisfactory 
tor a poor roughage, and designed 
lor low-quality roughages will con- 
lain some nutrients that are not 
needed to balance good roughages. 
This adds unnecessary cost to the 
ration. 


Here arc feeding recommenda- 


tions for wintering rations using 
roughages 
found 
on 
Illinois 


farms. 


1. Corn silage is low in protein 


and calcium. Full-feed silage and 
1 pound of soybean, linseed or cot- 
tonseed meal and 1/10 pound of 
feeding limestone per steer daily. 
Two to three pounds of legume 
hay may be fed but Is-not neces- 
sary. With steer calves, this ration 
produced gains of 1.64 pounds per 
head at a feed cost of (12.83 per 
100 pounds gain at Illinois last 
year. 


«2. Grass silage or good legume 


hay is adequate in protein and 
minerals but low In energy. Feed 
no protein supplement, but feed 
three to four pounds of corn or Its 
equivalent per steer daily. A full 
feed of grass silage plus 3.5 pounds 
of corn produced daily gains of 
1.65 pounds at a feed cost of 
$14.05 per cwt. last winter. 


3. Corncobs are low in minerals, 


vitamins, 
protein 
and 
energy. 


Feed 3.5 pounds of Purdue "A" 
or recommended amounts of one 
of the Iowa supplements designed 
for low-quality roughages. 
* * •

servation for forestry purposes 
should do so as soon as possible. 
The last report which I received, 
dated Oct. 13. indicated that Red 
Pine and White Pine transplants 
were sold out.

Hunting on 
Farms Is Not 
A'Right' 


By H. W. HANNAH

The hunting season has begun 


and many farm owners are won- 
dering just what their rights are 
with respect to people who hunt 
on their property. Here are a few 
pointers: 


1. No one has a right to hunt on 


the property of-another unles's he 
secures permission. If he hunts 
without permission, he is not only 
liable to the owner for trespassing, 
but Is also guilty of a misdemea- 
nor for which he may be fined.' 
Whether or not he is prosecuted 
for a misdemeanor, the owner 
may r«. -over actual damage caused 
by the trespasser — an animal 
killed, fences broken down or 
livestock frightened, for example. 


2. Permission to hunt is viewed 


legally, as a "mere license" that 
may be revoked at the will of the 
owner, ih the legal sense it cre- 
ates no "right" in the hunter. 


3. Hunters are liable for any 


damage caused by their negligence 
or carelessness, even though they 
have been given permission to 
hunt. 


4. A farmer owner is not liable 


for injuries that may occur to a 
hunter on his premises, unless he 
fails to warn the hunter about a 
particularly dangerous animal or 
object or unless he himself negli- 
gently injures the hunter. Though 
no legal significance may attach, 
an owner should warn hunters that 
other hunters are on the premises 
when this is the case. 


5. Farm tenants have possessory 


rights in the farm and are the per- 
sons from whom permission must 
be secured. 
Permission to hunt 


given by a landlord is of no effect 
and is not binding on the tenant. 
As a matter of law, landlords 
themselves cannot hunt on their 
rented farms unless they reserve 
the right in the lease or secure the 
tenants' consent. 


Understanding his legal rights 


should not influence a farm owner 
or tenant in his attitude toward 
persons who wish to hunt. An 
owner can be friendly and create 
good feelings, even though he may 
have to deny persons the right to 
hunt. 


Tests at the University of Illinois 


show that when enough high-pro- 
tein corn is available you can fat- 
ten cattle on high,-protein com and 
corn silage in a ration without ad- 
ditional protein supplement.

As Seen by USDA Experts 


By L. II. SIMERL 


Department of Agricultural Economics, University of Illinois 


USDA economists state that farm Income In 1954 will be near 1953 


levels. ' Reasons for this belief are: 


1. Most of the temporary benefits of wartime inflation disappeared 


early in 1952 and before. 


2. 1954 Is not expected to bring either a new inflation or a serious 


business recession. 
' 


The uptrend in farm production 


may be reversed in 1954. Acreage 
restrictions on cotton and wheat 
(and probably on corn) could bring 
about a decline in farm output. 


Demand for farm products will 


not benefit from increasing con- 
sumer incomes in 1954 as it did in 
1953. Domestic demand will be sus- 
tained near recent high levels by 
large expenditures by federal, state 
and local governments and by 
American businessmen. B u y e r s 
outside the U.S. are expected to 
take as much as they did in the 
past year. 


BEEF. Record supplies of beef 


are being produced and consumed 
this year. Supplies and prices for 
next year will average about the 
same as in 1953. Lower costs for 
feed and feeder cattle will give the 
cattle feeder a chance to make 
average profits. 


HOGS. This has been a good year 


for hog producers. Market supplies 
will probably run under year-be- 
fore levels until next summer. The 
1954 spring pig crop is expected to 
be 5 to 10 per cent above 1953 fig- 
ures. 


DAIRY. This industry is burden- 


ed by big stocks (equal to 8 billiori 
pounds of milk) largely acquired in 
price support operations. More 
products will probably be piled up 


in 1954, unless price supports are 
reduced. Total milk production is 
about 118 billion pounds for 1953 
and will probably be a bit larger in 
1954. Reduced pi-ices and costs 
may permit profits to remain near 
1953 levels. 


POULTRY. 1953 was n good year 


for poultrymen. Record production 
Of eggs and broilers went at en- 
couraging prices. Next year will 
probably bring still larger output 
and lower prices and production 
costs. 


WHEAT. Price supports have 


built up another big surplus. Sup- 
plies total 1.700 million bushels, 
about 3 times as much us is re- 
quired for food in the U. S. Acre- 
age allotments and marketing quo> 
las may cut production in 1954, but 
prices will be held down by sup- 
plies froni previous crops. 


CORN. The supply totals nearly 


4.0 billion bushels, a little more 
than last year. The carry-over is 
expected to rise from 764 million 
bushels on Oct. 1, 1953, to around 
900 million bushels a year later. 
Prices may work up to near the 
loan level by next summer. 


SOYBEANS. There is no excess 


supply on hand, but price support 
for a competing product, cotton- 
seed, has caused an accumulation

All Society Is Responsible for 


Our Moral Discipline 


Supreme Court Justice Jackson spoke out the other day 


against the force and the lawlessness-that seem to loom so 
large in this present-age. 
. . . , 
He finds this phenomenon present both in the interna- 


tional and the domestic spheres of life. And what alarms 
him most is the prospect that: 
"Our people, appalled by the magnitude and stubborness 


of the manifestations of lawlessness, tend to sink into a sui- 
cidal fatalism that accepts violence, crime, injustice and mis- 
government as part of the natural and changeless order ol 


On the international scene, Jackson is thinking of the 


great power struggle with the Soviet Union. He insists no 
'"nation is more force-minded than our own." 


He might well draw lively debate on that point, but he 


will get none on the proposition that this country is plagued 
by shocking crimes, including an unprecedented delinquency 
among young people. 
. 


The justice does not lay down an exhaustive list of the 


reasons for this situation. He dwells upon those he knows 
most about—those pertaining to the law. 


"Shocking crimes are followed only by long-delayed 


punishment, or by none," he says. "The administration of 
our criminal law, from one cause or another, is a humiliation 
and a discredit to our profession and our country. 


"And even civil justice is still delayed or denied, and 


often beyond the reach of deserving men and women.' 


Within this nation, as within others, Jackson sees a 


struggle for power between classes, creeds, races and ideolo- 
gies that tends to "take on the same uncompromising char- 
acter" found in the international struggle. 
Justice Jackson is not exaggerating this unhappy condi- 


tion. The crime files of the FBI and every police department 
in America support'him. The headlines blare the story. 


And since so little has been done, relatively, to arrest 


the rising tide of lawlessness, one cannot blame him for fear- 
ing the "tendency to skepticism as to whether a struggle for 
improvement in the law is worth while." 


Jackson believes that a great responsibility rests upon 


the legal profession to improve the administration and en- 
forcement of .the criminal and civil law. There can be no 
question of this. 


But, fundamentally, the responsibility falls upon all the 


agencies of our society if we are to re-establish sound moral 
and social disciplines. And neither they nor the lawyers can 
do the job until they understand the many complex factors 
of modern living which account for the present breakdown. 


Baruck's Biggest Job Yet 


In World War I, Bernard Baruch had charge of AmerU 


can war industries. In the interim between the great wars, 
he accumulated a vast store of knowledge about the practical 
affairs of the world. -In World War II, he was a frequent ad- 
viser and consultant to the White House on matters like rub- 
ber output, inflation, mobilization, reconversion. 


After the war, he often gave congress his views on criti- 


cal subjects of defense organization and economic stability. 
He spoke sparingly, timing his utterances for maximum ef- 
fect upon national policy. 


And now this! -Having run the gamut of the country's 


problems from atomic energy control to the value of the 
dollar, the nation's great "elder statesman" has been given 
perhaps his most perplexing assignment. 


Baruch has been asked by his friend, Arthur Godfrey, 


how to get Arthur right with the world again. That's a con- 
dition the popular TV performer has not been in since he 
fired one of his singers, Julius LaRosa, a couple of weeks ago 
while they were both on camera. 


If Baruch fixes this one, his niche in history is certainly 


secure.

Laurence Duggan, a State Depart- 
ment official in charge of the mat- 
ter, Braden said. Duggan and 
other persons In his section "blew 
their tops to a fare-you-well." 


Duggan and White "became my 


worst enemies," Braden said. 


Duggan jumped or fell to his 


death from his New York office 
Dec. 20. 1948. That was 12 days 
after he had been mentioned in 
secret testimony before the House 
Un-American Activities Committee 
as a member of a Communist ap- 
paratus that included Alger Hiss. 


Dies In lltlH 


White also died in 1948. 
His 


death was attributed to coronary 
thrombosis. 


Braden said a "terrific fight" 


developed over his action on the 
White report. Braden threatened to 
resign as 
ambassador 
at one 


point, he said, but continued on 
the job for three years.

Unless Asked 


WASHINGTON W>—The supreme 


court has said it will keep hands 
off professional baseball, and that 
put it up to congress to decide 
whether something should be done 
about the game's disputed reserve 
clause. 


No action seemed. likely any 


time soon. 


The supreme court decision Mon- 


day said that baseball, as a sport, 
is not subject to the federal anti- 
trust laws. The court thus did not 
consider legality of the reserve 
clause, under which the services_ 
of baseball players are in the abso- 
lute control of the club holding 
them under contract. 


Rep. Keating (R-NY), chairman 


of the house judiciary subcommit- 
tee on monopoly, said his group 
will consider "with an open mind" 
any legislation proposed a b o u t 
baseball. 


The supreme court ruling could 


foreshadow defeat for the govern- 
ment's antitrust action against the 
National Football league. The gov- 
ernment argued that the league's 
restrictions on radio and television 
coverage of games is in violation 
of the antitrust laws. 


But if pro football is held to be 


outside the province of the anti 
trust laws, it doesn't matter wheth 
er it violates those laws.

oil or kerosene to start fires. 


This warning comes from Gor- 


don McCleary. University of Illi- 
nois farm and home safety special- 
ist. He says more than 500 persons 
in the U. S. started their last fires 
with such fuels last year — and 
it could happen to you. 


The quick, safe way to start a 


fire in your stove or furnace is to 
crumple up some old newspapers, 
light them and then heap on cobs 
or dry kindling. 


One pints of kerosene has the 


explosive power of 10 sticks of dy- 
namite 
when 
it 
Is 
vaporized 


(mixed with air). Add to this 
threat the danger of keeping fuel 
in your home, and you'll realize 
that the "crumpled 
newspaper" 


method is best. 


Avoid using cobs soaked in kero- 


sene, as they aren't always safe 
either. Never throw kerosene Into 
a stove that may have hot coals 
under the ashes, or there'll prob- 
ably be an explosion. 


As for gasoline, McCleary says it 


is even more dangerous than kero- 
sene.

Speech training for all chil- 


dren, including speech correc- 
;ioi\ for the many who need 
t, is very essential to sound 
iresent-day education. This 
statement is not meant to im- 
ply that years ago there was 
no need for effective speech 
or that there were no speech 
problems.. It is simply that 
today it is possible to attempt 
to correct those speech prob- 
lems. 


The teachers who specialize in 


this are called speech correction- 
ists. There are two in Ihe Dixon 
school system. They examine, di- 
agnose, and administer remedial 
instruction to children who have 
defects of speech or voice. 


What I* Problem? 


What is a speech problem? A 


stialghtforwaid general answer to 
the 
question is that a child's 


speech is defective when most 
listeners pay as much attention, or 
moie, to how he speaks than to 
what he says 
It is not to be con 


fused with impioper grammar, in- 
concct pi enunciation, substandard 
ability to read, silently or orally, 
certain types of personality malad- 
justment, or mental subnormality. 
However, speech defects may be, 
and 
frequently are, related 
to 


these conditions. 


Articulation problems are in the 


majoiity in Dixon as in any aiea. 
In fact, appioximalely 5 lo 10 per 
rent of school children have artic 
ulatory pioblems. This does not 
mean Ihnt the other !»0 to 9.1 per 
rent have pcifect speech, how- 
ever 
Almost no one articulates 


absolutely perfect: Ihere is room 
for impiovcment in the speech of 
any child or adult. Defects of ar- 
ticulation lake Ihrcc main forms:

It is vciy impoitant 
because without thoiough ear ti<un< 
ing the child would not be sine 


ducing the sound by itself. Grad- 
ually, he learns to use the coriect 
sound in syllables, woids, sen- 
tences, and finally conveisatton. It 
is necessaiy to proceed slowly into 
conveisation 
speech 
because

strong habit is in the piocess of 
being bioken. 
This phase of re- 


training is often the longest and 
most difficult. 
While a child may 


use a sound correctly in one situa- 
tion, he may not in another. A 
child is not dismissed until he has 
mastered his aound in all situa- 
tions. 


Voice problems constitute an- 


other type of speech 
difficulty. 


The disorders of voice lan be clas- 
sified as disoideis of piuh. of 
loudness, of quality, and of flex- 
ibility.. 


Tho most frequently occurtmg 


voice disoiders aie those of voice 
quality. 
This 
includes 
nasal, 


breathy, hoarse, and haish voice 
qualities. The cause of these var- 
ious voice disorders may be phys- 
ical or due to faulty habits. Again, 
in i draining, the child must leain 
to recognize and identify his piob- 
1cm, to pioduce the desired effect, 
and to cany that over into eveiy- 
day speech. 


.Stuttering a Problem 


Stuttering, 
another important 


speech problem, affects appioxi 


pauses or hesitancies, repeated or 
prolonged sounds, and extraneous 
sounds, it is definitely much more 
than these suiface manifestations. 
The stutterer feels both tense and 
apptehensive. It is in this icspect 


and Insecurity «dth respect to how 
the other person will act. 


Need Cooperation 


It is in some such terms that the 


stuttering child's difficulty is to 
be appreciated and dealt with. 
This is one of the reasons why 
it is imperative, if the child K 
to <be helped, that tne speech cor- 
rectionists have cooperation from 
all of the persons in the child's 
environment. 
The child himself 


and everyone concerned with him 
must have a complete understand- 
ing of the problem. The stutterer 
will be helped to face the prob- 
lem frankly: to eliminate unneces- 
sary and undesirable speech man- 
nerisms; to stutter as easily aa 
possible; and is encouraged to cul- 
tivate his abilities and personal- 
ity assets—above all, to talk ai 
much as possible to eliminate the 
fear of stuttering. 


Speech Link<><l to Hearing 


Impaired 
hearing, 
because it 


very often affects speech, is also 
within 
the realm of the pub- 


lic school speech correctionists. 
Speech 
defects associated 
with 


impaired 
hearing 
are revealed 


chiefly in certain distortions of ar- 
ticulation and voice. The hard-of- 
hearing child cannot hear speech 
of others well enough to imitate 
the finer qualities of voice and 
speech, particularly with respect 
to 
the 
articulation 
of 
certain 


sounds. 
Moreover, such a child 


cannot always hear his own voic* 
sufficiently well to know that he 
is making particular enors or that 
he is not controlling his vocal in- 
flections normally. The degtee to 
which speech is affected depends 
generally upon the degree to which 
heating is impaired. 
In some 


cases, the hearing loss gradually 
becomes woise or is gieat enough 
to warrant training in lip reading.

sailor-husband, Roy 


Moreau, was in service. She mar- 
ried Moreau first, she said, at the 
age of 16, and has written to him 
asking for a divorce, but added. "I 
guess I'm still legally married'to 
him." 


Her last "husband" is a Negro, 


Jack Willis, 26-year-old waiter, 
and the man for whom she left 
Willis also is a Negro, Pearson 
Chubb, 43, who police said once 
served four years in prison on a 
narcotics charge. 


Hold All Three 


Police are holding all three for 


investigation. 


"I told all my husbands except 


the first that I had been married 
before," Healy quoted the woman, 
•'but let them think I had been 
divorced." 


Healy said the woman gave this 


account: 


She married Roy Moreau in De 


troit in July 1947 and they lived 
for a time with his family in 
Boerne, Tex. Moreau was sent to 
the Pacific and she left to become 
a waitress in San Antonio because 
she couldn't get along with his 
relatives. 


Marries Again 


Without divorcing Moreau, she 


married Raymond Suckley in Phe- 
nix City, Ala., in November 1950, 
and seven months later married 
Oney in Killeen, Tex., while he 
was stationed at .Fort Hood.

sent her to his mother's in Roan- 
oke, Va., but she stayed there only 
a short time. She last saw Oney 
in July, }952.

She has been working as a danc-

The unfolding drama includes 80

When he fired his first shot at

by the FBI in December 1915 and 
February 1946 that White, thnn an 
assistant secretary of the Treas- 
ury. was a spy for Russia.

Brownell said Monday the FBI re- 
ports on White had been sent not 
only to the White House but tp 
some members of Truman's cabi-

At i he timo of those two FBI re- 


ports, Byrnes was Truman's secre- 
tary of state. 
The two were 


friends then, but by the time 
Byrnes resigned they were not 
friends. 
They have been bitter 


political antagonists ever since. 


Monday night Byrnes, now gov- 


ernor of South Carolina, said he 
had not seen the first FBI report 
(Dec. 
1QW) because he was out of 


the country then. But he said he 
saw the second one (Feb. 1916) 
and went to Truman about it at 
once.

Byrnes said Truman told him he 


also had seen the FBI report and 
was surprised. Between the first 
and .second FBI reports Truman 
had nominated White to the mone- 
tary fund job, which required Se 
nate approval. 


In his statement Byrnes said he 


uiged Truman to withdraw 
the 


nomination. But on that very day, 
Byines said, the Senate had ap 
proved White, not knowing about 
the FBI reports. 


Brownell said two other cabinet 


members at that time — Secretary 
of the Treasury Fred M. Vmson 
and Secretary of Defense James 
Forrestal — had been given the 
FBI reports. Forrestall and Vinson, 
who later became chief justice, are 
both dead.

NEW .YORK — W - 
Former 


President Harry S. Truman sayi 
a fear of communism is being ma- 
nipulated by a few so as to cause 
nationwide hysteria, thereby plac- 
ing freedom of speech and thought 
under attack. 


In an extemporaneous speech 


before the American Jewish Con- 
gress Monday night, Truman said 
he feared the fight for freedom of 
speech and thought "is 
losing 


ground." 


He added: 
"Fear of communism IB being 


manipulated by a few so as to 
cause a wave .of hysteria in this 
country. 


"Fear is a great silencer and 


people are being kept quiet for 
fear of being accused of sympathy 
with communism. 


"When people become afraid to 


speak their beliefs or to defend 
the innocent or to explore new 
ideas, then freedom is really In 
danger." 


He said he did not mean "w« 


are about to lose these freedoms," 
but added, "I will say that they 
are under attack."
